Glen  Rankin,  a  sophomore,  was  in  one  of  the  most 
ticklish  positions  in  the  backfield.  His  punting  often 
stopped  an  opponent's  touchdown  drive,  and  his  brok- 
en field  running  could  not  be  equaled. 

Harold  McConnell,  a  sopohomore,  in  his  first  year  of 
varsity  competition  proved  himself  to  be  invaluable  as 
a  driving  back  and  an  accurate  passer.  If  his  knee  will 
permit,  McConnell  should  be  the  spark  to  the  backfield 
next  season. 

Bobby  Dunlap,  a  junior,  is  the  midget  of  the  squad,  but 
he  gave  opposing  tackles  plenty  to  worry  about.  His 
speed  and  ability  to  run  close  to  the  ground  are  hi'; 
greatest  assets. 
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Walt  Nicol,  senior,  was  the  belligeient  tackle  opposing 
backs  ran  into  when  pseudo  holes  closed  before  their 
thrusts.  He  was  the  dirty  face  on  the  bottom  of  each 
pile. 

After  three  years  of  varsity  ball,  Jim  Rupp  will  be  sadly 

missed.      Always  a   ball-players'   player,  Jim  was  the 

drive  behind  all  line  defense  and  the  spearhead  of  the 

offense. 

Because  of  a  shoulder  injury,  Bob  Lindahl  could  not  be 
used  much  this  year.  Swede  is  an  unorthodox  player,  and 
one  can  never  tell  where  he  will  turn  up  on  defense,  but 
opponents  usually  find  him  where  they  wish  he  wasn't

Hal  Schneider,  a  junior,  is  the  most  rhythmical  player 
on  the  squad,  and  consequently  is  valuable  in  the  tackle 
position,  where  Hal,  this  year,  stopped  many  of  the 
driving  fullbacks  and  spinning  quarterbacks  as  they 
sought  an  opening  in  the  Monmouth  line. 

When  he  stands  along  side  of  the  rest  of  the  boys.  Bob 
Barnes,  at  1  59  pounds,  doesn't  look  much  like  a  line- 
man, but  his  slender,  light  build  permits  him  to  slip 
through  the  offense  and  snare  the  ball  carrier.

There  are 
orchestral  and  chamber  music  organizations,  the  college  band  performs  music  of 
symphonic  calibre.  The  choral  organizations  study  a  wide  range  of  the  best 
choral  works. 

Voice,  piano,  organ,  volin  and  other  orchestral  instruments  may  be  studied  in 
private  or  class  lessons.  There  is  a  carefully  selected  library  of  music  books;  an 
excellent  collection  of  orchestral  scores  and  phonograph  records  is  available.
